YEARS IN OFFICE 


Conservative Leader Borden Will Become Legislative 


Leader of Dominion; Farmers of Ontario Unex

MONTREAL, Sept. 21.—The Lauricr government 


and reciprocity suffered aii overwhelming defeat iu the 
Canadian elections today. By a political landslide the 
Liberal majority of forty-three was swept away, and the 
Conservative party secured one of the heaviest major- 
ities, upwards of fifty, that any Canadian party 'has 
ever had. Seven cabinet ministers who had served with 
Premier Laurier were among tlie defeated candidates.

There have been no radical 


made in the rules from those of last 
year. A simplified wording of tho olO 
rules is* about all that has been done. 
*~ It was tha forward pass tho,t came 
In for the most attention from the rule* 
makers, and there Is much speculation 
aa to whether In Its new dressing It 
will be a success. 


According to the new rule a forward 


pass is Illegal when tho player receiv- 
ing It falls to hold on to the ball. 


When a forward pass Is declared 11- 


Ijgal it will bo returned to the place 
where It was originally put Into play. 
The same goes on an uncompleted for- 
ward pass, which la one that hits tho 
ground before being touched by any 
player on either side. 


Thla year when a player catches a 


forward pass the players -on the de- 
fensive can tackle him «s soon as he 
catches tho ball. Under the rules last 
year he had to wait till the man took 
at least* two steps. There was much 
confusion and argument as to whether 
or not the rusher had taken two steps 
when the tackle was made. 


Another Important change In the 


code Is that which" lessens tha time be- 
tween quarters. Last year the players 
were obliged to wait so long before re- 
suming play that they became thor- 
oughly chilled, their muscles stiffening 
and preventing- them from putting up 
their best.game. 


Now the teams will only pause long 


enough between quarters'to permit of 
their changing: goals. 


In the future the umpire will keep 


time Instead of the head linesman. In 
the past when a captain wanted to 
call a Tialt ho had to go to the side 
lines. In order to post the linesman 
so time could be taken out Tho jeat 
linesman will also judge all offside 
plays instead of only those made b; 
ends, aa heretofore. 


The rules also provide a penalty for

county was removed yesterday after- 
noon, when fire destroyed thu ferment- 
ing room of the KIsen. winery, tho old- 
eat wine-making plant in the San Joa- 
quin valley. The loss Is estimated at 
$75,000. half of which is covered by in- 
surance. 
The fli-u started at 2 o'clock 


and burned fiercely for four hours. 
Thousands of gallons of wine flowed 
uncontrolled over the Eiscn vineyard 
before being absorbed by the soil. 


An explosion or wine vapor In the 


fermenting room started the fire and 
the responsibility is laid on the shoul- 
ders of a Chinese laborer who tins been- 
employed on the 
ranch for 
twenty 


years. 
Shortly after 
the noon hour, 


the Chinaman was sent into the fer- 
menting room to clean out a sherry 
tank. Uding a ladder, tho laborer went 
Into the vat with a lighted candle. " 
- Immediately there was 
a flare of 


light and • the vapor from the Interior 
of the 
tank became 
ignited. 
Tho 


frightened Oriental leaped from tho vat 
and ran from the building. Hia face 
and hands were scorched by the ex- 
plosion but otherwise he was unin- 
jured. 
BLAZE SPECTACULAR. 


Ail available help on the ranch was 


summoned to fight the flames, which 
soon enveloped the ojd structure. 
In 


rotation the wine vats were Ignited 
and in each Instance an explosion fol- 
lowed. 
People on adjoining ranches 


saw the flames and heurd the. numer- 
ous explosions and rushed to the scene. 
-Ihe.-water-~supply- -was-limited-and- a 
bucket brigade was all that could be 
used to fight 
the blaze. 
A row of 


trees between the old plant and the 
new storage warehouse and lack of 
wind aided the fire-fighters in confin- 
ing the .flames .to one building. 
The 


distillery, engine room and sherry houst 
were untouched and the brick storage 
room erected in 1907 also escaped., 


The fermenting room - was 
entirely 


gutted and after the fire had died a 
natural death, ail" that remained -were 
the adobe walls. 


The 
original 
Ktsen winery 
was 


erected in 1874 by Francis ,T. Eisen, 
one of the pioneers of Fresno county. 
Eisen died in 1895. He laid out the 
vineyard of 610 acres which has borne 
his name sinqe 1871, when he settled 
in tihs section of the state. The sec- 
tion of vineyard land is considered one 
of the finest In California 
and the 


winery with its recent improvements 
was modern in every particular. 


Ab6ut ten years ago, the plant was 


leased by tho California-Wine -A-ssocia- 
tion. In 1909, the C. W. A. iernodelesj 
the 
original winery 
at a cost 
of 


$30,000 and installed modern machin- 
ery. 
Two years 
previous, a brick 


warehouse for the storage of wine had 
been erected by the Eisen estate. 
50,000 GALLONS GONE.
